Background: 

Thanks  for  showing  me  around  the  mine  site  yesterday  and  discussing  how  we  can  fine  tune  the 
field  safety  program.  We  are  working  on  getting  you  an  EPA  person  for  the  Command  Post  as 
we  discussed,  in  order  to  free  up  all  of  the  USCG  Strike  Team  members  to  be  your  field 
Observers  and  Safety  Officers.  The  Safety  function  will  need  to  be  added  to  their  task  order.  I 
talked  with  Lou  Von  Oldenberg,  ER  SSO,  and  recommended  adding  several  Construction  Area 
signs  to  the  site  to  reduce  the  vehicle  traffic  from  non-site  workers  around  work  areas  as  we 
discussed.  Another  option  to  consider  would  be  to  have  them  station  a flagger  near  the 
intersection  of  the  mine  access  roads  and  the  county  road  to  help  direct  constmction  vehicle 
movement  and  keep  local  traffic  away  from  site  activites.  This  is  a standard  practice  on  many  of 
our  sites  where  heavy  equipment  is  operating  and  small  vehicle  traffic  continues  around  the  site.
